Interesting Account of the Capture of the

Privateer Judah.
One of the most brilliant exploits that ever

lent lustre to the annals of our own or any oth-

er Navy, was tho cutting out of the privateer
Jndah Irom under the guns of the Pensacola
Navy-yar- nrief mention of which was made
yesterday, and full partitulars of which we pub-

lish this morninn , as furnished by our corres-
pondent on board tho Fteam frigate Colorado.
The affair occurred on the night of the 13th
inst, A large schooner had for several days
been observed in the harbor, near the Navy-yar- d

whoso motions led to the suspicion that she was
fitted out as a privateer, and intended to attempt
to run the blockade. Information obtained
from a deserter rendered these suspicions a cer-

tainty, and it was also ascertained that she was
moored under a new battery being erected on
one of tho wharves, in which a columbiad had
already been mounted. It being determined to
" cut out" tho privateer and hum her, and also
to render useless the gars of the battery, an ex-

pedition set out on the night beioro mentioned,

the Rebels had fired on the troops from win-

dows. No Federals were near there when ho

ldThere is no reliable news of interest from

Boonville, Georgetown, Glasgow, Rulla and

other prominent points.
Captain Walter of Colonel Marshall s Regi-

ment, who was at Lexington, arrived here this

morning, having left Thursday noon.

FUHT1IEK PAR riCULARS.

Washington, Sept. 29. During last week it
was 80 frequently reported from day to day that
our troops had taken possession of Muuson's
Hill, that when, last night, this long predicted
event took place, it found lew believers among
those least txcited by sensation reports. A per-

sonal visit, however, puts the fact beyond
doubt. Tho American llag now floats there in

place of that of the rebels. Detachments from
Generals Richardson, Keyes, and Wadsworth's
brigades, and also from Gen. Franklin's division,
now occupy M unsou's 11 ill under command of
Col. Ferry, of the Michigan 5th Regiment.
This movement met with no opposition what-
ever, as the rebel army had on Friday night
retired lrom tho whole line of their posi-

tions on tho line of Washington. Upton's Hill
this side of Falls Chinch, is necessarily included
among the points now held by the Federal
foict s.

The works of the enemy at the places they
have abandoned were, in a military point of
view, almost worthless, being nothing more than
ritle pits of very common construction. The
positions on Murray's and Munson's iiill

the rebels an unobstructed view i f all
our fortifications and other defenses. The ap-

pearance ol the ground deserted by tlictn indi-
cated that they were deficient in those arrange
ments which servo to make camp life comforta-
ble, having no teats, but merely shelters rudely
constructed. There were no signs to show that
ihey had ever mounted any guns. Our troops
are now so employed as to show that they do
not merely intend temporarily to occupy their
present j osition.

The the Federal troops to-d- while
occupying tho grounds recently vacated by the
eiu-iny- resulted in rhe burning ol property to
the ..mount of o(,000 to 10,000, including
houses with their contents, but which were un-

tenanted. No distinction was made as to the
political character of their owners. These
wanton acts will doubtless undergo investiga-
tion by the military authorities, as they were
strougly condemned by Gen. McClellau, who
went over to ihe Virginia side at an early hour

visiting the various localities recently
vacated by the Rebels.

A private was summarily shot to-da- by his
superior officer, for insubordination, in refusing
to perform duty.

Various speculations are rife as to the where-
abouts of the Rebel army, as no traces of them
can be discovered in large force, their usual
pickets of infantry and cavalry being discerna-bl- e

at different points, hovering as if for tho
purpose of observation. The most probable the-

ory is, from what can he gathered, the Rebels
are making feints of retreat as they did previous
to the battle of Bull Run, with the view of
drawing our troops into ambuscades. This opin-
ion is strengthened by the repetition of a con-
versation which a fanner, residing iu the neigh-
borhood oi Falls Church, overheard before they
evacuated that place.

The encampments ol the Rebels show that
they had at no time over 10,000 men in front of
Washington and at the points which they had
just evacuated.

A foraging expedition started this morning
fioui Gen. Franklin 's division cunsistitir, of in
fantry, cavalry and artillery in strong force.
They proceeded to Edsell's Hill, on the Orange
and Alexandria Railroad, eight miles from Al-

exandria. As they advanced beyond our picket
lines the rebels retired to Springfield Station, a
mile and a half beyond Edsell's Hill. From
this hill, w hich our forces temporarily occupied
detachments went in various directions for for-
age. A fine view of the surrounding country
was afforded, but no breastworks or new con-
structions of the enemy could be seen. The ob-

ject of the expedition was successful, and large
quantities of hay, corn and otus were transport-
ed to the camp. Not a gun was fired on either
side during these proceedings. The party did
not return until late this afternoon.

" Camp Lane." Mo. River, Kansas,
Sept. 18, 1801.

Dear Parents : I hasten to improve this first
opportunity that has presented itself since we
have been in Camp, tu tell you of my v herea-
bouts. As intimated in my last letter, I have
yielded to the convictions of duty, and enlisted
in the army of my country in this hour of her
distress and peri). If I have done wrong, I ask
to be forgiven ; if right, (as I feel the approv-ingso-f

conscience,) 1 ask my Heavenly Father
to give me grace to act the part of a (rue patriot.
We have been encamped near Fort Leavenworth
for the past two weeks, and no Eastern mail has
readied Kansas until y for three weeks
past, owing to tho destruction of bridges on the
Hannibal und St. Josephs Railroad, by the
" Seeesh ". I ho Kansas iia Regiment, who won
such glorious laurels at the late terrible battle
at Springfield, Mo., arrived here and
yonr vivid imagination can conceive, better than
1 can describe, the enthusiastic reception tha
awaited these valiant heroes, many of them sons
ot New Kngland sires, and among the no in her,
an old neighbor Ri.drip, who, you recollect,
came from Connecticut; soon after wo kid out
Manhattan, K. T., und with us suffered cheer-
fully the hardships of pioneer lile. We have
the " crack Company of the Regiment," as you
will think when 1 tell you how many members
ot the Kansas Conference are with us, and al-

most all to a man are members of the Church.
Rev. N. 'lay lor, Presiding Elder of the Wyan-
dotte District, and all his preachers on the Dis-

trict save two, are in the army. Bros. Taylor,
Stewart, Robinson, and Green, are in our Com-

pany, and we have precious meetings in camp.
I preached last Sabbath in camp, by invitation
ol the "Jay Hawk Regiment," who, for the
present, are camping with us. I am 1st Sergeant
in Company F, Neugent's Independent Regi-
ment Missouri Home Guards, to operate on the
line between Missouri and Kansas. We fur

Front Fori Pickens. 1 Privateer Copturcd.
New York, Sept. 29. Tho gun boats Rhode

Island and Connecticut arrived from Eort Pick-
ens last night- -

The pirate Judith, mounting four
and alontr pivot gun, was captured and burn-

ed on the 14th inst. by an expedition from the
frigate Colorado, under Lieut. Russell. The
Judith was anchored near the Pensacola Navy
Yard, and after a short engagement she was set
on fire and destroyed .

Three were killed and fifteen wounded. Sev-
eral Rebels were killed by shells from our boat
howitzers. The Colorado lemained at Fort
Pickens, and the Ni agara and Water Witch
were at the Southwest pass. The Potomac ar-
rived at Key West on the 22d.
